When we consider that, notwith- 
standing the support and resources of a 
large combined rieet and the presence 
of transports, more than a month of 
hard work was required before an ar- 
my of 50,000 men could be landed in 
the Crimea, we are justified in doubt- 
ing those who assert that the invasion 
of our shores with 150,000 or 200,000 
men is not only within the bounds of 
possibility, but by no means so difficult 
an undertaking as is often stated.—

IMPERIALISM. 


" Ezp»niion i» not imperialism." 
There is a tendency to create and 


foster in the public mind a belief 
that imperialism will become a part of 
the United Stated' system of govern- 
ment, should we continue to hold as a 
part of oar possessions the Philippine 
Islands, and that the people will reap 
ID the near future the consequences of 
imperialistic government, should any 
extension be made by us of oar author- 
ity over a part of the earth's surface 
that ia not a part of the North Ameri- 
can continent. 
Imperialism 
comes 


from the exercise of authority in a cer- 
tain way. It has its origin in and de- 
rives its power from a military system 
directed by the will of a commander. 
It ia distinct from a representative 
government, and is above law when 
the raler and commander wills it to be 
so. Snob is an imperial government, 
pare and simple. It is not the exer- 
cise of authority over one part or over 
many parts of the earth's surface that 
determines the system of government 
applied. A government receives largely 
its character from the mode of exercis- 
ing government authority and from 


- the manner it directs government 


affairs. The Reman Republic for cen- 
turies was tending to an absolute form 
of government; it could not be other- 
wise, because of the centralization of 
power in the patrioian class, who were 
few when compared with the great 
mass of the Roman people. As the 
Roman world was by conquest enlarged 
the powers of army commanders were 
increased, until the authority of the 
generals became too strong to be con- 
troled by the Roman senate. The 
powers of Jalias Caesar and Pom- 
pey, each a commander of an army, 
were such that the senate coold not 
exercise its authority upon them, and 
senators conceded the necessity of a 
military form of government for the 
Roman world. Caesar and Pompey 
were friends and no effort was made 
by either to become the raler while 
their friendship continued; bat when 
they had quarreled and Pompey and 
his army were defeated by Caesar and 
his army, and Pompey was elain, then 
Caesar, by action of the Roman senate, 
became imperator. 


Before imperator was conferred aPon 


Julias Caesar the term was descriptive 
of a magistrate who had received 
authority to command in the army, 
bat when it was given by the aenate to 
Caesar, "imperator" became a title and 
was deemed to imply that he was ab- 
solute commander of the armies of 
Rome. When Caesar became absolute 
commander of the Roman armies he 
assumed the purple and the Roman 
world became the Roman empire and 
had Caesar for its raler. 


After Jalias Caesar, August as Caesar 


bad conferred on him by the senate 
the title imperator. 
Tiberius and 


Claudiae, 
who followed Augustus, 


refased the title, bat all others after 
them who wore the purple took the 
title imperator; and after the fall of 
the empire the title was taken by other 
potentates, and has been continued to 
the present in the form of emperor, 
kaiser and czar by nations in Europe; 
and in Asia and Africa the title is 
taken by rulers of half civilized na- 
tions; the sovereigns of China and 
Morocco take the title. 


The term emperor, when applied to 


sovereigns of 
civilized nations in 


modern times—except Russia, of which 
it may be rightly said has an abso- 
lute government—is descriptive of the 
person who takes the title and implies 
no more authority than the laws and 
customs of a nation having an emperor 
confer upon him. The difference in 
force of the term imperator in modern 
times and in the times of the Roman 
republic consists in its application. 
In modern times it is descriptive of 
heads of nations, and in the Roman 
republic it was descriptive of magis- 
trates who had military rights. Eng- 
land's Queen was in 1876 made Em- 
press of India to indicate England's 
authority in that country. The title 
empress, being descriptive, did not 
add a hair's breadth to the Queen's 
power in England or in India. The 
Empress of India does not rale over 
an inch of her vast empire. She reigns, 
and the people of her empire rule. 
The term empire is need to denote the 
territories that are governed by a na- 
tion whose head ia styled "emperor," 
or more generally it is applied to any 
extensive dominion. 
In 
the latter 


sense the extensive territory of the 
United States might very properly be 
called the empire of the United State?, 
but the application of the word empire 
to our extensive domain would not 
make any change in oar form of gov- 
ernment or deprive the people of any 
right reserved by them. 


There can be no imperialism as it is 


in fact, or as it is understood in a pop- 
ular sense, in any nation where the 
military is made subordinate to the 
civil power in government, as the 
military power is made subordinate to 
and is subject to the control and direc- 
tion ot the civil power in the United 
States; as it is in England, and as it is 
in all governments directed by the 
people. Hence, any extension of do- 
minion or authority in government by 
th» United States to the Philippine 
Islands, will not make our government 
any more imperial than it has been, or 
any more imperial than it now is.

We 
are not like the morose and soured old 
bachelor of the Independent, to be- 
grudge a Silver party member all the 
comfort and enjoyment he can derive 
from the distributions from the pie 
counter* ot his organization. And as 
for "the people," whom the churlish 
editor prates aboat, hasn't he lived 
long enough in Nevada to leara that 
they are of no earthly nse except to 
pay taxes »nd to submit without 
grumbling to the dictation of their 
superiors? Learn wisdom from ex- 
perience, Mr. B., and make no imperti- 
nent remarks in relation to matters 
which only concern your betters,

Scott's villains most frequently meet 


with violent deaths at the hands of oth- 
ers, often thoir accomplices, or commit 
snicide on the eve of discovery and dis- 
grace. Btit the sensation lover has 
neverthelcsS^been catered for in the 
death of Anthony Foster, the accom- 
plice of the poisoner Richard Varney. 
Thia miserable wretch is depicted as 
hiding from his pursuers in a secret 
cell. The entrance to this is fastened 
by means of a spring lock, of which 
however, he omits to retain the key, 
with the consequence that he eventually 
perishes miserably of mingled fear and 
famine, 


Lytton's "Night and Morning" gives 


us the coiner Gawtrey, who meets his 
fate at the hands of the Paria police, 
from whom be is attempting to escape 
when a pistol shot drops him over the 
side of a house to perish miserably. 
This idea of falling from a height is by 
no means confined to Lytton. It is util- 
ized by Anthony Hope in "Phroso" 
and by Stanley Weyman in. "Under the 
Red Robe," where the villain and hia 
victim fall> from a lofty bridge into a 
seething torrent below. In this way, 
too, Conan Doyle killed the immortal 
Sherlock Holmes, who, fast locked in a 
struggle wi*,h "the greatest villain of 
them all, " falls over an Alpine preci- 
pice. 


Wilkie Collins brings' ilia principal 


villain, the double faced, calculating 
Count Fcsco, to an ignoble end, he dis- 
appearing for a time, only to reappear 
npon the ghastly shelves of the Paris 
morgue. A still more ghastly fate is 
that of the she fiend, Qagool, immortal- 
ized by Rider Haggard in "King Solo- 
mon's Mines." 
Having 
conducted 


Quatermain, Curtis and party into 
that celebrated monarch's tock hewn 
treasury, which ia guarded by a pon- 
derous rising door of living rock, she 
touches a secret spring, by means of 
which the door begins once more to de- 
scend with a slow but irresistible mo- 
tion. 


While the Englishmen are sizing up 


the jewelry she makes off through the 
rapidly lessening aperture. Her progress 
is temporarily arrested by the nnfortu 
nate girl Foulata, whom she stabs in 
order to free herself. Hurriedly scram- 
bling over the threshold, she ia caught 
by the inexorable force which she has 
herself put in motion, and a realistic- 
ally dramatic "scrunch" puts an end 
forever to the machinations of this 
truly horrible old woman. 


Svengali, like Scott's Templar in 


"Ivanhoe," dies from an excessive 
mental strain acting upon the heart, 
while, to hark back to the days of the 
bluff Doctor of Fleet Street, the gentle, 
genial hearted Goldsmith is contented 
to reform the rakish Squire ThornhiU 
in order that he may at last become the 
exemplaryspouse of the gentle Olivia, 
around whom he wove that enirancing- 
ly simple narrative, "The Vicar oi 
Wakefield." 


Finally, the palm for "writing lurid' 


may fairly be accorded Harrison Ains 
•worth for his thrilling disposal of the 
two ghoulish wretches who haunt the 
pages of his celebrated novel, "Olf 
Saint Paul's. " The creatures who bat- 
tened upon the spoils of the dead anc 
dying during the great plague were 
wont to stow their ill gotten gains in 
one of the cathedral vaults. The cathe- 
dral taking fire, they hasten thither in 
order to rescue their precious hoard. 
The greed of gain, however, misleads 
them into eojonrning' just a momenl 
too long. 


As they tnrn to leave the now stifling 


vault they see that a thin silvery 
stream is making its way down the 
stairs, by which alone they can gain 
an exit. Even as they look it thickens 
perceptibly, and before they can escape 
the whole stairway is blocked, and the 
vault about them begins to fill with the 
silvery liquid. When it is added that 
the harmless looking fluid is nothing 
more or less than the molten lead from 
the roof and windows of the cathedral, 
it will become apparent that even Mr. 
Gilbert's "something with boiling oil 
in it" possesses a dangerous rival in the 
pages of "Old Saint Paul's. "—London 
Standard.
